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Long Beach State wins regular-season Big West title 


When the Long Beach State men’s 
basketball team traveled to Northern 
California for its last two regular- 
season games, it needed one win to 
become the first team in more than 20 
years to win three straight outright Big 
West Conference championships. 

The 49ers were able to get that win 
on Thursday at UC Davis, but they 


ended the regular 
season two days 
later with a blow- 
out loss to Pacific. 

With the 77-76 win over UC Davis. 
(14-16, 9-9 Big West), The Beach (18- 
12, 14-4) clinched the regular-season 
conference title and the No. 1 seed in 
the upcoming Big West tournament.

The se- 
nior guard has now scored in double 
figures 35 games in a row and is fifth 
in the Big West, averaging 17 points a 
night.

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Pow Wow brings traditional Native American dance, 


The annual event 
started in the late 
1960s:

The booming of drumbeats, jingling 
of ornate Native American costumes 
and smells of fresh fry bread filled the 
air Saturday as the 43rd annual Cal 
State Puvungna Pow Wow kicked into 
gear. 

Introduced in the late 1960s, Cal 
State Long Beach’s two-day Pow Wow 
remains the largest spring event of its 
kind in Southern California, according 
to American Indian studies professor 
Craig Stone. Attracting tribes from as 
far as West Virginia, the event is an 
opportunity for non-Native American 
and Native American people to join to- 
gether in celebration. 

The event, held on the Tongva 
people’s sacred land, Puvungna, is a 
gesture of respect and acknowledge- 
ment to the culture and history of Na- 
tive American people, according to 
a CSULB American Indian Student 
Council press release. 

Publicity Coordinator for the Ameri- 
can Indian Student Council James 
Suazo and tribe member Jicarilla 
Apache said they have been participat- 
ing in the event for four years. 
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The annual Cal State Puvungna Pow Wow is held on the Tongva people’s sacred land, Puvungna, to. 
respect and acknowledge the culture and history of Native American people. 


“Less than | percent of students here 


are native,’ Suazo said, “yet this is the 
largest student-run event. We are expect- 
ing over 6,000 people over the two days.” 


Suazo said it’s rare for people outside 


of the Native American community to 
experience an event like the Pow Wow. 
The event gives community mem- 
bers, students and faculty a chance to 
ask questions and learn about Native 


American culture in a safe, open envi- 
ronment. 

“It’s an opportunity to demystify 
stereotypes that surround the culture,” 
Suazo said.

Long Beach resident Michelle 
Cordova said she has been attending 
the Pow Wow with her son, Chris- 
tian, for two years. Cordova, who is 
of Native American ancestry, said 
she came to the Pow Wow to experie 
ence the festival and buy sage to tra- 
ditionally bless her new home. 

“It’s a lot bigger this time,” Cor- 
dova said. “There are a lot more peo- 
ple and a lot more vendors, which is 
cool. But it makes it harder to see 
the dancers with so many people 
around, and the dancers are my fa- 
vorite part.” 

Set up around the central dance 
arena were various tents where 
handmade goods, art and jewelry 
were available for visitors to browse 
or buy as they took part in the event. 

At Bella’s Creations booth, Louis 
Espinosa and her sister sold jewelry 
and moccasins. The sisters said they 
are of the Shoshone-Paiute Tribe 
and have been selling their crafts 
since they were children. 

“My sister started selling rings 
at Pow Wows and bull riding events 
when she was a child,” Espinosa 
said. “I helped her, going from per- 
son to person, selling them from a 
little box. That’s how it started.” 

Dancer and Navajo Tribe -mem- 

. ber Phylicia Baca said she has par- 

_ticipated in Pow Wows across the 

country for 10 years and that it has 

become-her favorite pastime. 

“My favorite part is the Fancy Shawl 
Dance,” Baca said. “It’s a dance just for 
women to show off all our colors. My 
mom hand-beaded the back of my rega- 
lia to show my home in Arizona.” 
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Textbook tax relief legislation proposed 


Students may soon 
no longer have to pay 
sales tax on books.

Students usually dread buying 
textbooks for a new semester, but 
some of that anxiety may be lifted if 
a new bill on higher education text- 
books passes. 

California State Assemblyman Tim 
Donnelly (R-San Bernardino) has re- 
cently proposed a bill that would ex- 
empt students from paying a California 
sales tax on their textbooks. According 
to Donnelly, the bill is awaiting review 
from one of the state committees. If 
passed by the Legislature, it will go 
into effect on Jan. 1, 2014. 


The purpose of the bill, Donnelly 
said, is to provide students with di- 
rect relief that would affect students’ 
finances immediately after it passes. 
The bill states that it would exempt 
only textbooks for institutions of 
higher education. 

“[{Students] will have more money 
in their pockets and actually get text- 
books cheap so that they can do well 
in their classes and succeed,” he said. 
“Their success will become the suc- 
cess of the State of California.” 

Cal State Long Beach junior crimi- 
nal justice major Antoine Hill said she 
supports the bill and feels it would 
help students in the long run. 

“{The bill] is a great idea becatise 
textbooks are already overpriced, and 
they are for our education, so it would 
benefit every student if sales tax was 
taken away,” he said. 

Sophomore pre-social work major 
Rebeca Reyes said she also liked the 
idea that the bill proposes because it 
would provide, students with extra 


money. 

“The bill] would be good because 
it is ridiculous how much we pay for 
books, especially some that we don’t 
even use,” Reyes said. 

However, although students say 
this bill would make a significant dif- 
ference in their finances, CSULB eco- 
nomics professor Steven Yamarik said 
he doesn’t believe the bill will have a 
big impact. 

“Most students buy textbooks from 
cheaper online sources that do not 
charge sales tax, and sales tax is al- 
ready such a small portion of the price 
of textbooks,” Yamarik said. “[The 
bill] is not going to do. much.” 

Donnelly said that the bill aims to 
provide immediate relief to students 
when it comes to textbooks so that 
they will have money to spend on oth- 
er necessities, such as parking passes 
or lunches on campus. 

“The idea is to do something that 
will literally impact [students’] pocket 
books now,” Donnelly said. 


Farmers to fill license plates on freeways

Farmers of California are cultivat- 
ing a new source of revenue and mak- 
ing themselves more present — on 
license plates. 

The Golden State is the nation’s 
leading farm state, and the California 
Department of Motor Vehicles de- 
cided to celebrate this by releasing a 
“California Agriculture” specialty li- 
cense plate, the state’s first in 11 years, 
according to the DMV website. 

The plate, which will be available 


early next month, features a. shin- | 


ing sun over a field of crops with the 
words, “food, fiber, fuel, flora,” ac- 
cording to the DMV website. 

“The idea for the plate has been 
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floating around for over a decade, 
and it’s really fulfilling to finally see 
it come to fruition,’ Steve Lyle, a 
spokesman for the California Depart- 
ment of Food and Agriculture, said. 
In order to make the plate a real- 
ity, the California Agriculture Plate 
campaign, which was organized by 
the Future Farmers of America (FFA) 
and the California Agricultural Teach- 
er’s Association, collected 7,500 paid 
pledges within a year. The sale of the 
commemorative plates will benefit ag- 
ricultural education initiatives in Cali- 


fornia, such as the national FFA 
and 4-H, Lyle said. 

- The new specialty plate, which 
will cost $50 to purchase and $40 
per year to renew, can be purchased 
through the DMV website. 

“The first $50 goes to the DMV 
for printing the plate,” said Jim As- 
chwanden, executive director of the 


~ California Agricultural Teacher’s As- 
. sociation. “The $40 annual renewal 


fees are the ones that go to the state 
agency that sponsors the plate, in this 
case the Department of Food and Ag- 
riculture.” 

The plate had to clear numerous 
hurdles and be approved by the Cali- 
fornia Highway Patrol, which has the 
final say on the design, Lyle said. 

“The logo cannot take up the entire 
plate like in years past,” Aschwanden 
said. “It has to be concentrated on the 
left side.”

The ethics surrounding drone 


For 12 hours, 52 minutes and 11 seconds, Sena- 
tor Rand Paul (R-Ky.) did what most U.S. senators 
don’t: he worked. 

Paul used his right to filibuster in order to 
delay the nomination of John Brennan as CIA 
director, according to the Washington Post. 

Though I disagree with many of the policies 
that Paul stands for, I applaud his use of the often- 
antiquated process of filibustering to protest U.S. 
drone strikes. 

Before delving more into this matter of filibus- 
tering, let’s define the word. 

According to Merriam-Webster, a filibuster 
is defined as “an effort to prevent action ina 
legislature by making a long speech or series of 
speeches.” 

In effect, filibusters in government allow sena- 
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tors to postpone voting by continually debating 
and droning on for long periods of time. 
Though Paul’s filibuster proved unsuccessful 


and unpersuasive with respect to his colleagues, 


he should be praised for shedding light on an is- 
sue that few in government wish to talk about. 

Drone strikes, in which 
American soldiers kill enemies 
thousands of miles away from 
an office, have been heavily 
publicized as of late. .

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vote was an effort to protest these strikes, which 
some say is often based on faulty intelligence. 
Paul, whose father is the famous congress- 
man Ron Paul (R-Tx.), should become more of a 
household-name after this act of bravery. 
Outrage over drone strikes is not new, though 
the debate of their ethical im-

As it stands in California today, same-sex 
couples are still forced to classify their marriages 
as “civil unions.” 

Such unions are viewed as being a lesser type 
of commitment, even if the policymakers are © 
refuting this claim.

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Prop. 8 was a means to protect marriage 
from the shift to a more inclusive definition in 
California and an attempt to protect the institu- 
tion-as a whole; however, it created disparity 
between those who can legally marry and those 
who cannot. 

It is unfortunate that the pro-Prop: 8 campaign 
here in California did not focus on individuals’ 
right to marry those they love. 

Rosa Parks once said, “We all have responsi- 
bilities, to ourselves and to one another.” 

We are proud to see that President Barack 
Obama and his administration have chosen to 
take on the responsibility of fighting to give the 
right to marry to same-sex couples. 

Had the discussion regarding same-sex mar- 
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riage always been presented as a civil rights 
issue rather than an attack on religious values 
and gender norms, there may have been a dif- 
ferent outcome in California and the rest of the 
country. 

We have to move away from our own self- 
interest and remember that we all deserve equal 
rights. 

We need to support our fellow individuals as 
we supported equal rights during the 1960s and 
1970s when we fought for the rights of our fellow 
neighbors in the civil rights and women’s move- 
ments. 

Domestic partnerships have been created to

These types of actions will only increase the 
belief that same-sex couples are inferior and 
not entitled to the same rights as heterosexual:

This is the case 
with Vine, the new app by Twitter, which has taken 
the photo-sharing and simplicity of Instagram and ap- 
plied it to videos. : 

Vine is an app that allows you to share short videos 
with friends. This doesn’t sound all that original; in 
fact, there are hundreds of apps that do just that, but 
the genius of Vine is in the design. 

With one tap of the screen, Vine’s video capturing 
tool opens, a perfectly square viewfinder much like 
Instagram, which captures video only when the user 
touches anywhere in the square itself. Lift your finger, 
and the recording stops until you touch it again. This 
gives the user the ability to edit as they go, add differ- 
ent shots and even create stop-motion animations by 
tapping the screen ever so slightly. 

These videos are restricted to six seconds but can 
be as short as three seconds, and they loop continu- 
ously as long as the user is looking at them. This is 
similar to an animated GIF, but the addition of sound 
makes them all the more mesmerizing. This looping

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feature encourages users to make videos that aren’t 
just fun to watch the first time but are also worth 
watching over and over again.” 

It’s been a little over a month since its inception at 
the end of January, and despite some early hiccups in- 
volving pornographic clips being uploaded to the sys- 
tem, people are starting to define how it can be used. 
The app turns every iPhone user into an amateur film- 
maker and forces them to edit down their lofty ideas 
into a six-second format. 

Scrolling through your Vine feed is simple and easy. 
Each video plays as soon as it’s onscreen. There are no 


play and pause buttons and no load times.-The simplic-~ 


ity of observing and creating Vines is what’s going to 

make this app stand out above other video options.

LBSU head coach Dan Monson said that while he is glad 
his team accomplished the goal of winning a regular-season 
championship, there is still considerable work to be done. 

“If someone would have said before the season, 
“You’re going to be 14-4 and win the league,’ anybody 
here would say that we’d take that,” he said. “In that re- 
gard, | am proud. We just didn’t com- 
pete in our final game after the way 
we competed on Thursday, and that’s 
what concerns me.” 

Monson added that the team will 
have to continue to grow, beginning in 
practice, over the next week in order to 
defeat three Big West foes in as many 
nights on the road to a second straight 
NCAA tournament berth. 

“We have to keep everybody on the 
same page and ready to go,” he said. 

The 49ers’ conference-clinching win over UC Davis was 
very close to being a loss, as The Beach trailed by as much as 
seven with under eight minutes to play. A pair of threes by Mike 
Caffey and five points by Ennis in the final five minutes allowed 
LBSU to take back the lead though, and the Aggies were unable 
to hit a game-winning shot with the clock winding down.. 

If the 49ers fail to win the Big West tournament, their 
regular-season championship earns them at least a spot in 
the National Invitational Tournament (NIT). LBSU last 
played in the NIT two years ago and was eliminated by 
Washington State in the opening round. 

LBSU will open the conference tournament Thursday 
against Cal State Fullerton (14-17, 6-12) at 6 p.m. at the 
Honda Center. The ‘Niners swept the Titans 81-71 and 85- 
65 during the regular season. ¢ 

The game will be televised on Fox Prime Ticket, but it will 
be delayed until the conclusion of a game between UC Irvine 
and Hawaii. Tickets can be purchased through the Honda 
Center Box office or Ticketmaster. Prices range from $27 to 
$34 for reserved seating, and student tickets cost $10:

The Long Beach State women’s basketball team will head 
into the Big West Conference tournament as the fifth seed 
after splitting the final two games of its regular season. 

The 49ers (16-14, 9-9 Big West) fell 59-50 at UC Santa 
Barbara before ending the season on 
a high note with a 71-58 upset of Cal 
Poly, which will be the second seed in 
the upcoming tournament. 

Sophomore Devin Hudson had a 
huge game at Cal Poly’s Mott Gym, 
as she scored 22 points and grabbed 
20 rebounds. Hudson, who also had a 
double-double in Thursday’s loss to 
the Gauchos (15-15, 11-7 Big West), 
became the first 49er to have a 20-re- 
bound game since 2005. 

Pacific took home the regular-season conference title 
with a 59-54 win ‘at UC Davis. Cal Poly (19-10, 13-5 Big 
West) would have had a share of the title if it had not been 
defeated by LBSU on Saturday. 

In last year’s conference tournament, the 49ers took 
down the top two seeds in Cal Poly and Cal State North- 
ridge before falling to the Gauchos in the tournament final. 
After Saturday’s win, it appears that the ‘Niners are ready 
to be a Cinderella team once again. 

The fifth-seeded ‘Niners will open the Big West tourna- 
ment against eighth-seeded Cal State’ Fullerton (9-21, 5-13 
Big West) at 6 pm. on Thursday at UC Irvine’s Bren Events 
Center. LBSU swept the Titans in a pair of close games 
during the regular season, as The Beach won 45-39 at the 
Walter Pyramid and 58-56 at the Titan Gym. 

Tickets can be purchased through Ticketmaster and 
cost $10 for the first round and quarterfinals. Student 
tickets for the first two rounds are $5.

No. 3 Long Beach State falls to No. 2 UC Irvine in SoCal showdown 


The 49ers lose in four competitive sets to the . 
defending national champions.

Anyone who unknowingly stumbled 
into the Walter Pyramid on Saturday 
night would’ve been greeted with a 
bare-knuckle clash between two of the 
nation’s best volleyball teams. : 

No. 3 Long Beach State (14-4, 12-3 
Mountain Pacific Sports Federation) 
fell to second-ranked UC Irvine (15- 
4, 12-4 MPSF) three games to one in 
a match that had both teams utilizing 
their key hitters to the fullest. 

“It became kind of a heavyweight 
fight out there,” head coach Alan Knipe 
said. 

Leading the 49ers were Taylor Crabb, 
who ended the night with a game-high 
(and career-high) 24 kills, and Dalton 
Ammerman, who finished with 13 kills 
of his own. 

UCI’s Kevin Tillie and Jeremy Dajno 
combined for a whopping 44 kills on 
the night to lead the Anteaters. 

The first two sets of the night were 
won by UCI, 25-22 and 29-27. While 
the 49ers always stayed in contention, 
there were crucial moments in both sets 
when they were unable to convert.

“There were.a lot of small plays at 
the end of the first two sets that we 
didn’t execute very well on,” Knipe 
said. “We weren’t fully taking care of 
one play before we were onto the next 
play because we wanted to kill the ball. 
It was just a few plays that I’m sure the 
guys on our team wish they could have 
back.” : 

The third set saw LBSU jumping 
out to an early 8-4 lead with kills from 
Crabb, Ammerman and Taylor Greg- 
ory, who finished with seven kills and 
three blocks. 

The ‘Niners were able to maintain 
their lead, although kills from UCI's 
Dejno and Tillie helped narrow. the 


. gap. Then a controversial call that went 


against LBSU brought UCI to within a 
point of the 49ers. : 

Senior Colton Echaye added a kill of 
his own to give LBSU a 23-21 boost, 
but Tillie fired back for UCI on the next 
play with a lob kill and closed the gap 
to 23-22. : 

The difference for ‘Niners down the 


‘stretch was Crabb as he contributed a pair 


of kills, including one that gave LBSU a 
set point after an exhausting rally. 

The Walter Pyramid was re-energized 
after the ‘Niners won the set 25-23. 

Set number four was another neck- 
and-neck battle, but it ultimately saw 


UCI pulling away in the latter stages. 

Both teams were unable to pass as 
effectively as they had in the first three 
sets, but UCI’s defensive efforts were 
enough to give it a 25-22 set win and 
steal a 3-1 match win from the “Niners. 

Although the match didn’t showcase 
the prettiest volleyball, the effort and 
energy levels of both teams were un- 
questionably high. 

For the 49ers, it came down to the 
fact that they were unable to convert on 
vital points that swung the first two sets 
in favor of the Anteaters. : 

“A swing here or there and that match 
is completely different,” Knipe said. 

Knipe said he was proud of his team’s 
effort against the Anteaters but that ef- 
fort isn’t quite enough when playing a 
high-caliber team like UCI. 

“You play the defending national 
champs, and they’re going to make you 
earn it,” Knipe said. 

At this point in the season, the ‘Nin- 
ers will be looking to put Saturday 
night’s loss behind them and focus on 
their upcoming games. 

“T feel really good about how good 


they actually want to get and how hard — f 


they are willing to work to be as good 
as they can be by the end of the year,” 
Knipe said. “I’m proud of what the guys 
are doing, but nobody, including me, is
